lata, Ships: of Foo tun once unload-

The Buildings of this City have no 
magnificence, being partly of a mat- 
ter like Brick, but white, and (as 
it ſeems ) unhardned by fire, part-

ſome few Palaces which are of ſree- 
Stone, but nothing at all ſo ſtately 
buiic as may be expeRed from the 
pride and riches of the great 7xvþbs 
ſervants; and theſe Houſes are buil:

without any windows, after the 
manner of /zaly. The Streets of this 
City are narrow, and ſhidowed 
with Pent-houſes of wood, and ups 
on both ſides che wy r-iſed ſome 
foot high, bur of lic:l» breadch, and 
paved jor Men :nd Wemen topals;

There are two Houſes forthe ſame- 
uſe as the Exchange is at London, but 
not to be compared to it for the 
Buildings, where Merchants uſe to 
meet for the ſelling of wares, they 
are called the great and leſs Bezeſtar, 
and uſe ro be opened for cert:in- 
dayes of the week, and for ſome ſix 
hours , at which time are to be ſold, 
Jewels, Semiters, or Swords, pieces 
of Velvet, Sattin, Damask, and the 
like : and the Market-placeis not far 
diſtant, where captives of both ſexes. 
are to be fold, and the buyers if 
they will may take them into a 
Houſe, and fee them naked, and 
handle them, to know their fatnels- 
and ſtrength. 

The chiefeſt Buildings of tis. 
City, are the Palace of the great 
Turk, the Church of St. Sophia, 
now made a M7e/che, the ſtarely 
Moſche ( of Tarkih Chvrch ) 
bu:lt upon the Palace, which cf 
old belonged to the Greczon 7 + 
triarch , the Aofches anc Get 
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chers of the 7»rki/5 Emperours 5 
amongſt which that of Soly” 
man is numbred amongſt the Mi- 
racles of the world,

Acia of old belonged to the 
Kingdom of Fyngary, but at 
this day is tributary to the Turks.

yea and almoſt every private Honſe, 
from whence with an officious ſcr- 
vice it carryeth away the filth, 
Their Buildings are ſtately, to admi- 
ration; the roofs of their Houſes are 
adorned with Gold and Azure, and 
Other excellent colours, they are 
made flirt for the Inbabitants uſe and 
pleaſure, wioſe Houſes are richly 
furniſhed within ; beſides the cx- 
quifiteneſs of -the Portals, Pillars, 
Ciſterns, and other parts of this Ci- 
ties furniture , there are. above 
L. 4. 
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7702 Moſchees, Temples, and ſmal- 
Jer C happels within this City, which 
are adorned with Marble Pillars, 
and other ornaments; the Chapters 
thereof wrought with Moſiaque and 
carved work, every one hath his 
foundation of Marble, or of other 
Stones ; the Floors are coyered with 
Mats, as are the Walls, a Mans 
height, lyned therewith, There. is 
one principal or Cathedral Church, 
called the Temple of Carven, con- 
raining about a mile and half in cir. 
cuit; it hath 31 Gates, great and 
high ; the roof is 150 yards long, 
and little leſs than +o broad ; the 
roof hereof is.exceeding high, ſup- 
ported with 28 Arches in length, 
and 20 in breadth ; round about are 
certain Porches on the Eaſt, Weſt, 
and North, in length 4o yards, and 
in breadth 3o, under which are 
Store- houſes, wherein are kept 
Lamps,Oyl, Mats, and other neceſla- 
ries, Every night are lighred 9ca 
Lamps, for every Arch hath bis 
Lamp. About the Walls are Pul- 
pits. of divers forts, wherein the 
Maſters 


Maſters teach to the people ſuch 
things as pertain to their Faith, The 
Revenues of this Temple are 200 
Duckats a day. In this - City are. 
two principal and ſtately Colledges 
of Scholars, adorn'd with Moſiaque 
and carved works; one of which is 
moſt beautifull, adorned with a- 
goodly Fountain of Marble, and a 
fiream © continually ruaning , . the 
Gates of the Colledpge are of braſs, . 
fairly wrought ; in the great Hall. 
where they ſay their prayers,is a Pul- 
pit, which hath Stairs all of Ivory 
and Ebony.. All the Colledges in 
Fez have ſome reſemblance to this; 
and in eyery af them are Readers, 
and Profeſſors of divers Sciences, - 
There are many Hoſpitals in Fez,

where Learned Men and Gentlemen 
receive entertainment, and poor 
Men relief, There is another Hof

Their chief Cities are Staphiler, 
Davuſen, Dara, and Techoret, a Town 
Very courteous t0 Strangers,

'N the firſt place let him ſolicite 

: God daily for his proteRion, 
and let all his aQtiors take beginning 
in him; let him omit no day where- 
in he offers not up his Oriſons to 
God, for his gracious proteQion in 
his- intended purpoſes :-let him be 


ſure to obſerve: this well, to keep 


conſtant to his God, and he ſhall 


find him to be a ſpecial friend in bis: 


Srcateſt extremity, . | 
2. Lethim have a ſpecial care be- 


fore he go, to leave a carefull Friend. 
at home, thit will keep credir with 


the Meichant that furniſhes bim with 
mongy 
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money abroad, leſt his Friend's ill 


payments at home drive him to 


wants abroad: and for anordinary 


expence to one that will live mode- 


rately, ſome 5o or 60/. ſterling will 


ſerve to defray a Travellers Dict, and 
neceſſary Apparel. 

3. For his outward Neceſlaries, 
which are Cloathes, Books, and 
Money, let him carry no more with 
him than neceſlity requires.. For 
his Apparel, let him not charge 
bimſelf with overmuch Iupgage; 
and !let him be ſure in what Countrey 
ſoeyer he comes,_( unleſs he will 
make himſelf ridiculous ) that his 
Cloathes be in faſhion. For his 
Books let. them be few or none, cf 
pecially ſuch as are prohibited; leſt 
upon ſuſpition-he be ſearched, ( as 
they areat every Gate in 7taly ) te 
may-bring himfelf into danger : Al- 
ſo for the more caution, let the 
Notes of his Obſervations be-taken 
'inCiphers. or Characers; but pro- 
vided that he. be-alwayes. ready co 
give a fained interpretation, And 
for bis money, let him carry no 
more

more with him than will defray his 
charge unto the next place he js to 
have his Pull payd; and ler him be 
wary he ſhew not any quantity at any 
time. about him, fince [ hieves have. 
commonly cheir Spies in all innes, to 
enquire ater the conduions of Paſſ<n- 
gers. 

4. Let him alſo before he go, 
learn ſome knowledge in the Art of 
Coſmography,: for if he be ignorant 
of that, he will not know whete he 
is, nor which foot to ſet forward : 
And alſoit he defireto learn the Lan- 
guage of each Kingdom, ( thatis in 
moit uſe in his own Countrey ) let 
bim reſort to-thoſe places where the 
beſt Language is ſpoken , thoſe:are, 
Leipzich.in Germany , Orleance in 


' France, ' and Florence in Ttaly. 


5. For his Obſervations ,- when 
he cometh into each Kingdom, let 
him obſerye the fruitfulneſs of each 
Countrey, the Commodity and ra- 
rity-- wherewith- each. Countrey 
aboundeth and-is adorn'd : Let him 
obſerve the policy of each State, and 
therein. the Courts of each King or 
Prince 
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Prince, with the Courtiers, Encer- 


tainments,Offices and tees : Let him: 


aiſ.» obſerve the craffick of Merchan- 
diz?, and the Commodity they. car- 
ry out, and mo't want, with their 


Havens, Roads for Slyps, and the

Let him alſo when he comes to 2ny 
City, enquire for the belt Inne, eſe 
pecially in Germany, and alſo at righe 
in Jtaly, for he may take a ſhore 
Dinner at any Inne in /zaly, fo he 
lodge ſafe at night.

Eyes and Ears to obſerve all profita- 


ble thines, Let him be courteous to

inthe Hou'e, but in all, aRions let 


baſeneſs be ſhunned , and -decency
